Oil sources may be depleting, 
but Richard J. Behl is looking to the 
smallest sediments at the bottom of 
the ocean for a solution. 

Behl, a Cal State Long Beach pro- 
fessor, was named a Fellow of the 
Geological Science Society of Amer- 
ica (GSA) for his research, becoming 
the second CSULB faculty member to 
be selected for the society. 

He will be recognized at GSA’s 
annual meeting in Charlotte, N.C. in 
November. Fellows~ are nominated 
by existing GSA members based on 
a candidate’s distinguished contribu- 
tions, research, teaching, leadership 
and elevation of public awareness for 
geological programs or organizations. 

“(My students and I] have done 
a lot of museum exhibits, teaching 
people different features of the earth 
and have gone on television as well,” 
he said. 

Behl said he was shocked when he 
heard the news. 

“ T am surprised I am an elective 
fellow,” he said. “[Usually,] older and 
famous people get this, and it feels 
very nice and good to be appreciated.” 

GSA is the world’s largest society 
for earth science, specializing in tech- 
nique and communication. 

Behl conducts two types of re- 
search. The first examines how the 
ocean and climate have changed rap- 
idly over the past few years and their 
causing factors, as well as their envi- 
ronmental effects. 

His other research determines 
whether living parts of sedinfent in 
the ocean possess tiny carbon rings 
that could possibly become a source 
for oil in California. 

“T am happy; this brings a lot of 
attention to CSULB,” he said. “There 
are now two professors in this area

THE BACKUP PLAN 


The CSU Board of Trustees discussed a possible tuition increase.

The Cal State University fi- 
nance committee passed two res- 
olutions for a budget contingency 
plan yesterday that would raise 
tuition by five percent, depending 
on the outcome of the November 
election. 

[he Board of Trustees is 
scheduled to vote on the budget 
plan today. 

The plans propose two strate- 
gies that solely rely on the pas- 
sage or failure of Proposition 
30, which would temporarily 
increase California sales tax and 
income taxes for individuals 
earning more than $250,000 per 
year. If the proposition fails, the 
CSU would face a $250 million 
trigger cut. : 

The committee recommended 
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Students come together at the Board of Trustees meeting to 
hear the finance committee's proposals. 


that the Board increase tuition by 
5 percent, or $150, in the spring 
semester, should the proposition 
fail. The increase would raise $58 
million for 2012-13, and it would 


continue throughout the 2013-14 
academic year, according to the 
committee.

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Vons 
Circle 
Center 
enforces 
parking 


Cars not belonging 
to customers or 
employees will be 
towed.

The Vons Circle Center parking 
lot, located on Ximeno Avenue and 
Atherton Street in Long Beach, is 
now towing cars that don’t belong to 
customers or employees — namely, 
those that belong to students. 

According to Natalie Chavez, the 
Equity One property manager for the 
lot, there has always been a parking 
policy that’ didn’t allow overnight 
parking, college parking or tesiden- 
tial parking in the lot. Chavez said 
Vons ‘is now enforcing the policy 
because employees have had trouble 
finding parking since the semester 
started. 

The Vons Circle Center is less 
than two miles away from Cal State 
Long Beach and adjacent to several 
apartment. complexes where many 


‘college students live. 


“Tt’s just gotten way out of hand,” 
Chavez said. “Students have just tak- 
en advantage and filled up the lot.” 

Many students who live nearby 
thought that Vons Circle Center al- 
lowed some overnight parking, but 
Chavez said that is not the case. 

“I’m pretty sure that’s a rumor,” 
she said. 

Claudia Balmania, a senior biol- 
ogy education major at CSULB, said 
she sometimes drives and parks near 
the school because she doesn’t have a 
campus parking permit. She said she 
understands Equity One’s decision to 
start towing, but it could be hard for 
students. 

“T guess I see why they would do 
that, but students are on a tight bud- 
get,” Balmania said. “It’s messed up 
on that level.” 

Alexander Smith, a senior Asian 
studies major, said he doesn’t think 
there’s anything wrong with Vons 
enforcing its parking policy by tow- 
ing. However, he said the fact that 
students are forced to park at Vons in 
the first place highlights a more seri- 
ous problem. 

“The question is, why [do] stu- 
dents have to park [at Vons] when 
there is no room for parking [on cam- 
pus]?” Smith said. 

Chavez said that if security sees 
someone park in the lot and either 
cross the street to an apartment or get 
on a bus, their car will then be towed. 

Chavez said that cars will start be- 
ing towed immediately, and she es- 
timates that a few have been towed 
already. 
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“In my mind, it seems that increasing fees to modify behavior shouldn't be our first shot out of the gate,” Trustee Lupe Garcia said of the three potential student fees. 
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Non-resident students would also 
face a 7 percent increase through the 
tuition supplement fee. 

The increase would be the lowest 
tuition hike the system has approved in 
the last seven years, according to Chan- 
cellor Charles B. Reed. 


The proposal met boos and yells- 


from the gallery, but overall, members 
of the Board said they realized the need 
for the increase. 

Trustee Roberta Achtenberg said 
that although she swore she would not 
vote for another tuition increase while 
she sat on the Board, she understood 
the “terrible consequences” the system 
would face should Prop. 30 fail. 

In order to compensate for the $250 
million loss, the CSU would also cut 
faculty and staff positions, course of- 
ferings and enrollment, Reed said. 

“Under these very difficult circum- 
stances placed upon us by the state 
legislature, we need to have a contin- 
gency strategy,’*CSULB President F. 
King Alexander, who was present at the 
meeting, said via email. “The $150 fee 
increase, if Prop. 30 fails, is essential 
for us. However, it does not come close 
to what we will lose. A failed Prop. 30 
would cut $600 per CSULB student in 
educational support and instruction.” 

If Prop. 30 passes, however, the CSU 
would take the tuition buyout deal first 
offered to the system in June. 

Under the deal, the state would give 
the CSU $125 million in 2013-14 if the 
system rescinds its 9 percent tuition in- 
crease collected this fall. 

“If students leave they will get a 
check,” Reed said. “If students continue 


we will give them a credit, and they won’t 
pay anything for the second semester.” 

However, the Board’s agreeing to 
take the deal would leave the CSU with 
a $132 million hole in its budget until 
the following academic year. 


The one-time budget gap could be 


mitigated by $50 million through a 
transfer in funds from the Continuing 
Education Revenue Fund made by the 
chancellor, according to Reed. This 
would leave the CSU with an $82 mil- 
lion deficit that the system would some- 
how have to compensate for. 

Overall, by taking the tuition buyout, 
the CSU would lose $7 million. 

While the tuition rollback was 
commended by public speakers at 
the meeting — including California 
Faculty Association President Lilian 
Taiz and CSULB Associated Students, 
Inc. President John Haberstroh — the 
Board still faced criticism for the third 
resolution the finance committee rec- 
ommended. 

The resolution includes three fees 
that would charge students for delaying 
graduation, repeating classes and regis- 
tering formore than 16 units a semester. 
The fees would go into effect fall 2013 
and are expected to generate $35 mil- 
lion for the CSU. 

The committee postponed voting 
on the resolution yesterday, pushing 
the vote to November’s CSU Board of 
Trustees meeting. 

Reed said other states, such as North 
Carolina, Arizona, Texas and Florida, 
had special fees in place for students 
going over the units needed to graduate. 

~ “Since when is it a bad thing to be- 
come a more educated person?” Haber- 
stroh asked the Board. “If Prop. 30 does 
not pass, then I think talks should be 
resumed.” : g

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L.A. County uses cameras, stops wrongful jailings 


(MCT) LOS ANGELES — Along 
with his Taser, baton and handgun, 
Los Angeles County Sheriffs Detec- 
tive David Huelsen has a new tool for 
meting out justice: a point-and-shoot 
camera. 

The Malibu traffic detective isamong 
a handful of cops the Sheriffs Depart- 
ment has equipped with digital cameras 
as part of an effort to reduce the number 
of innocent people jailed after being 
mistaken for wanted criminals. 

The reforms come after a-Los An- 
geles Times investigation detailed how 
authorities in the county had incar- 
cerated people mistaken for wanted 
criminals more than 1,480 times over 
five years. : 

In recent months, other law enforce- 
ment agencies around the country have 
also been confronted with the problem, 
but the L.A. County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment is emerging as one of the leaders 
in attempting to solve it. 

Deputies are using the cameras to 
take photos of people who get cited but 
don’t have ID. If a defendant misses 
court appearances and becomes the 
subject of an arrest warrant, officials 
hope having the photos on file will 
avoid cases of mistaken identity. 

“T don’t want to arrest someone for 


a crime they really didn’t do,” said 


Huelsen, a coordinator for the pi- 
lot program, while patrolling Pacific 
Coast Highway. “All the time you pull 
someone over, you run their name and 
it comes back with warrants and it’s 
like ‘Am I taking this guy in or not?’”

The Sheriff's Department has started a program in which photos are taken of cite-and-release suspects in 
an effort to reduce the number of innocent people jailed after being mistaken for wanted criminals. 


Sheriff's officials expect to give cam- 
eras to additional deputies in the future 
and said that having more photographs 
attached to outstanding warrants will 


allow judges to quickly realize when 


innocent people have been picked up on 
warrants not meant for them. 

Under the new program, deputies 
will also be required to fill out a form 


that compares the newly detained per- 
son’s identifying features, such as the 
unique number assigned to a suspect’s 
fingerprints, side by side with those of 
the person listed on the warrant. 

A supervisor will have to review the 
form when the suspect is booked. The 
Times found that many victims of this 
problem had the misfortune of sharing 


names with criminals who have out- 
standing warrants. 

By the end of next year, sheriff’s of- 
ficials said, they hope to provide depu- 
ties with devices that take the finger- 
prints of everyone cited and released 
in the field.

Occupy Wall Street moti- 
vated many to take a stand for what 
they believed in. It sent rally cries 
that spread like wildfire across the 
nation. c 

Many major cities organized 
their own Occupy chapters, from 
Occupy Chicago all the way to 
Occupy Long Beach.

A year later, however, much of 
the excitement that the Occupy 
movement brought has fizzled out:

New Arizona law allowing police to question citizenship is wrong

After two years of battling the provision in 
Arizona court, police can now Say to civilians, 
“show me your papers.” 

U.S. District Judge Susan Bolton passed the 
controversial immigration law, and five states 
— Alabama, Utah, Georgia, Indiana, and South 
Carolina — have since instated a law based on the 
same grounds. 

The law allows police to question the immigra- 
tion status of suspects who they believe to be in 
the country illegally. 

Gov. Jan Brewer signed the measure into law 
in.2010 in Arizona, a state known as the busiest 
illegal entry point in the country. 

Great timing, everybody. 

Elections are coming up, and this is the perfect 
way for a state to essentially pick who it wants to 
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vote for. 

This law will single out Latinos and breed dis- 
trust between police officers and their communi- 
ties, which they have promised to serve and pro- 
tect. This sense of distrust will only expand when 
police officers begin to ask registered citizens 
for their papers just because 
they look like they could be an 
illegal immigrant. 

This will brood both fear - 
and loathing of police in 
Arizona citizens, who are worried they could be 
suspected of being illegal immigrants. 

There is also the notion of having to always 
carry around your papers. 

Neither I nor many other Americans carry 
around any form of “papers” all the time, proving 
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that we’re citizens. 

If someone is questioned and thes don’t have 
their appropriate paperwork, they can be detained 
and taken into custody on the basis of suspicion 
alone. Being a law that is derived from suspicion, 
it can be seen as an infringement on civil rights. 

If determined illegal, federal 
immigration officers can be 
contacted by Arizona police 
to have unauthorized residents 
deported. 

Both supporters of Brewer and the provision 
questioned if federal immigration officers would 
comply, to which the officers responded that they 
would help based on level of threat and priority. 

From the small buffer created by the federal 
immigration officers, some illegal immigrants 
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may be exonerated, but nonetheless they will still 


- be targeted by state officers. 


President Barack Obama’s administration 
motioned to repeal the law on the grounds that 
federal immigration law trumps state law, but that 
was denied. 

The officers are being trained to distinguish the 
features of an illegal immigrant. 

Couldn’t that be just about anyone? 

Hopefully Arizona citizens will band together 
to fight this new law. 

Arizona citizens should refuse to be profiled 
ona daily basis by how legitimately “American” 
they appear.

San Diego to visit Long Beach 
State in annual rivalry match 


The Toreros and 49ers will face off for the 
first time since November, when LBSU won in 
the Sweet Sixteen of the NCAA tournament.

It has been 304 days since the 22nd- 
ranked Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team defeated San Diego in the 
Sweet Sixteen of the NCAA tournament. 

That’s 304 days of reminiscing on 
the 49er sideline about a rainy, muddy 
afternoon game that was won in the 
56th minute by Ashley Roese’s first ca- 
reer goal. 

It’s also 304 days that the Toreros 
have had images burned in the back 
of their minds — images of LBSU cel- 
ebrating on the field. 

In less than 48 hours, the women of 
USD will have an opportunity to re- 
place those images, as the Toreros and 
49ers will face off in their annual rival- 
ry game Friday night. 

“This game is going to have a lot of 
fireworks,” LBSU head coach Mauricio 
Ingrassia said. “I think both teams are 
going to be looking for the victory, but 
we respect each other as programs, and 
I think it’s going to be a great match for 
the fans.” 

The 49ers ae Toreros played twice 


last year, and The Beach-emerged with 
1-0 victories both times. Before then, 
however, USD owned the all-time se- 
ries with nine wins, no losses and one 
draw. 

The ‘Niners (6-3) will play their first 
home game in two weeks when they 
wrap up their nonconference schedule 
against USD (3-6) on Friday. They have 
been ranked in the national top 25 since 
the beginning -of the season and are 
likely one loss away from falling out. 
After a 3-2 double overtime loss to Tex- 
as Tech over the weekend, LBSU is one 
of two ranked teams with three losses. 
The other is No. 20- Pepperdine. 

The Toreros, on the other hand, 
haven’t had an easy time regaining the 
status that led them to the Sweet Six- 
teen last year. They have had their least 
‘amount of victories through nine games 
since 2005, when they also opened their 
season at 3-6. 

That record may not be reflective of 
USD’s true ability, however, as five of 
those six losses were to teams that ei- 
ther ranked or received votes in the lat- 
est poll. The Toreros own arguably the 
most difficult nonconference schedule 
in the nation, as they have already faced 
No. 2 Duke, No. 10 Texas A&M, No. 12 
North Carolina and No. 18 Pepperdine 


this year. 

“T think for this game, the records 
and everything that has happened up to 
now is out the window,” Ingrassia said. 
“Tt’s a game in and of itself, so we're 
looking forward to it.” 

Leading the Torero offense is Long 
Beach native Emily Dillon, who starred 
at Wilson High School before playing 
her first two years of college soccer at 
West Virginia. The junior has accumu- 
lated two goals and three assists since 
transferring to USD.. 

Heading the defensive effort for 
the Toreros is yet another Long Beach 
Wilson alumna; senior Dani Russell. 
Russell was an honorable mention on 
the All-West Coast Conference (WCC) 
team in 2011 and is helped by senior 
defender Lexi Doel, who was named 
WCC Player of the Week near the end 
of August. 

Russell and Doel will have their - 
feet full this weekend, however, as the 
‘Niners will bring a potent scoring at- 
tack to the field. 2011 All-American 
forward Nadia Link has four goals 
and-three assists to go along with her 
team-leading 20 shots on goal, and 
midfielder Eileen Maes is coming off 
a weekend in which she scored three 
goals and earned Big West Offensive 
Player of the Week honors. 

USD is The Beach’s last nonconfer- 
ence opponent of the year. A week after 
Friday night’s match at George Allen 
Field, the “Niners will open Big West 
Conference play at UC Riverside.
